Plan Resolution to With- 
draw All Marines, Then 
Send Some Back to Super- 


vise Coming Election

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—A de- 
mand for the return of the United 
States Marines in Nicaragua to 
their home bases is to be made 
@g s00n as possible after Congress 
convenes.- Senator Borah'’s' For- 
eign Relations Committee, . which 
was prevented from conducting 
hearings during the recess, is to 
resume its hearings at the earliest 
possible moment. It will call for 
all the Army and Navy reports on 
the Ocotal fight as well as the 
State Department’s instructions 
which the Marines were carrying 
out. Likewise, there will be pro- 
duced all available data from the 
other side. 

The idea, so far as it is formu- 
lated, is to get before Congress a 
resolution to recall the Marines but 
providing for some Marines to be 
sent back to supervise the election 
next year, thus redeeming our 
promise to see to it that the next 
election should be fairly conducted. 

Progressives Not Satisfied. 

Progressive Republicans refuse 
to be satisfied with the statements 
of the administration that all the 
Marines were doing <¢ Ocotal was 
to protect American lives and 
property. The small number of 
Marines—-39—sent to cope with 
1000 armed rebels, gives the im- 
pression that the detachment was 
intended to provoke an attack and 
give the airplanes the opportunity, 
which they improved with § the 
slaughter of 300 Nicaraguans; that 
when the United States ordered 
Gen. Sandino’s Nicaraguans to dis- 
arm and they refused wholesale 
death was the penalty. Since 
Ocotal there have been fragment- 
ary reports of other clashes with 
Sandino’s men, usually with no 
casualties on the American side, 
but a list of dead and wounded 
among the Nicaraguans, and usual- 
ly the reports mention that the 
airplanes got into action, For ex- 
ample; it .s reperted that the Ma- 
rines have driven Sandino’s forces 
from the village of San Fernando, 
18 miles south of Ocotal. The 
question is being asked why the 
Marines are chasing Sandino’s 
men. 

The State Department’s answer its 
that Sandino is not a political rebel, 
that he is denounced alike by Nic- 


 aragua Conservatives and Liberals, 


and is merely an outlaw, who is 
raiding the country, looting and 
holding foreigners and natives for 
ransom. 

The Business of the U. S. 

The contention is that if San- 
dino is an outlaw, he is Nicaragua's 
outlaw and that the United States 
has no mandate to chase outlaws 
in foreign lands. The American 
undertaking to protect President 
Adolfo Diaz against a revolution, 
followed by the Stimson process of 
disarming both sides, preparatory 
to American supervision of the next 
Nicaraguan election, has resulted 
in the United States taking over 
the whole duty of policing Nic- 
aragua. 

It was to avoid what has since 
happened that Senator Borah in- 
troduced his resolution in the Sen- 
ate providing for the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee’s remaining in 
session over the summer. Orig- 
inally he asked that it be author- 
ized to proceed to Nicaragua and 
hold hearings there, but action was 
prevented by the filibuster eng!- 
neered by Senators David A. Reed 
of Pennsylvania and George Moses 
of New Hampshire. The Demo- 
crats and anti-Administration Re- 
publicans say that if the Borah 
committee had been allowed to 
function there never would have 
been an Ocotal.

EMIL KANT DIES IN PANAMA 
AFTER BEING EXILED 40 YEARS 


Relative of German Philosopher 
Eluded World-Wide Search After 
Flight From Dorpat. 

PANAMA, Aug. 1.—Emil C, 
Kant, great-grand nephew of Im- 
manuel Kant, the German philoso- 
pher, for whom a_ world-wide 
search was conducted for many 
years by the Kantian Soclety of 
Koenigsberg,. Germany, was buried 
on Isthmian soil July 30. He had 
been in exile from his fatherland 

for 40 years. 

When studying medicine at Dor- 
pat University Emil Kant was con- 
scripted into the army. He  de- 


manding officer and fled to Africa, 
later. passing through the United 
States on the way to Costa Rica. 
Subsequently he came to Panama, 
where he married. 

Soon after he fled from Germany 
the Koenigsberg Kantian Soctlety 
began its extensivé search to locate 
him, but was unsuccessful. His 
whereabouts became known only 
recently when a newspaper here 
published notice of: his illness. 
Kantian Society documents identi- 
fying him reached the Consul soon 
afterwards. 

He died in the Ancon Hospital 
of heart disease and is survived by 
three sons and five daughters. 


ONE-WAY RADIO WAVE GUIDE 
FOR AIRPLANE DEVELOPED 


Machine Lights to Be Operated by 
Means of Series of Vertical 
Antennae. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Devel- 
opment of a device to keep an avj- 
ator on his course in spite of fog 
or other adverse weather condi- 
tions has been announced by C. 
Francis Jenkins, Washington in- 
ventor. He said the apparatus would 
make use of radio waves broadcast 
from vertical antennae to be placed 


pective course. Vertical antennae, 
he explained, would send out waves 
in but one direction and this would 
be the course laid out for the 
aviator. 

The plane would carry a recelv- 
ing apparatus to pick up radio 
waves thus broadcast, and these 
waves would light a small bulb on 
the instrument board. 

Since the waves travel in but 
one direction, he said, the light 
would dim and go out should the 
aviator stray from his course.

BRIDGE 


By MILTON C. WORK 


HEN the play of an auction 
W bridge hand begins with the 
lead of a small card, a great 
deal of information may be derived 
by noting the size of that card. 
This information is open to both 
the partner of the leader, and the 
declarér, and both should seek it; 
sometimes it will be more helpful 
to one than to the other, but in the 
long run it will be of greater value 
to the partner of the leader. The 
rule of eleven, so-called, aids in 
drawing inferences from the size 
of the.card ted and in placing the’ 
ecards of the suit higher than the 
one led. The rule may be applied 
when the leader’s fourth best is led 
and, briefly stated, it is this: Sub- 
tract the number of pips on the 
card led from 11, and the remain- 
der will be the number of cards of 
that suit which are not in the hand 
of the leader. For example: with 
a six led, six from 11 leaving five, 
both the partner of the leader and 
the declarer could tell that there 
are five cards higher than the six 
which are not in the hand of the 
leader; and each of them, seeing 
the dummy and his own hand and 
knowing how many of those five 
were in those two hands, could tell 
the exact number of the unseen 
hand. As examples of the enor- 
mous advantage to be derived from 
applying the rule of eleven to the 
lead of the fourth best. I will give 
two hands. In No. 1, suppose that 
spades be the trump, that the orig- 
inal lead be the four of hearts, that 
dummy holds in hearts. Jack-7-6, 
and that third hand holds in hearts 
King-9-8. Third hand by suytract- 
ing four from 11, would find that 
seven hearts, higher than the four, 
were out against the leader. He 
would see six of the seven in his 
own hand and dummy and there- 
.fore would know that only one of 
the seven was in the closed hand. 
In this case, moreover, he would be 
able to carry his inference-drawing 
very much further. Appreciating 
that against a suit declarations, the 
initial leader seldom if ever leads, 
away from an ace, he would know 
that the one heart in the closed 
hand higher than the four must be 
the ace; and consequently that the 
lead must have been from queen-5- 
4. If dummy play the six, third 
hand, with perfect safety, could 
play his eight and keep declarer 
from making dummy’s jack a win- 
ner, as easily could have been done 
had the king been played by third 
hand on the first trick. 

As a second example of what the 
fourth best lead and the rule of 
eleven may produce, let us suppose 
that the contract is no trump; that 
a seven (of any suit) is led; that 
the dummy holds K-5-4, playing 
the 4; that the third hand has 
Ace-Jack-9-3. In this case, sub- 
trdacting seven from eleven and 
finding four cards higher than the 
seven in his own hand and the 
dummy hand, the third hand knows 
that the closed hand has no card 
higher than the seven and, as the 
seven must win the trick, it is per- 
fectly safe for him to play the 
three; also that his partner will 
then lead again through the King, 
enabling him to catch the King 
and clear up the suit 

It is not only by the use of the 
rule of eleven that important in- 
formation is derived by both third 
hand and closed hand from the 
original lead of a smal! card. [It is

A WILLING WORKING WIFE. 
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THE GOOD BABY 


By CHAS. A. L. REED, M. D., 
Former President of the American 
Medical Association. 
I your baby “good” or “bad”? 


In other words, does he re- 


quire constant attention from 


| you to satisfy his mere whims? 


Are his whims just whims, or 
are they pathetic pleas for you to 
do something you haven't done? 

We are, told by Miss J. B. N., 
Patterson, in Maternity and Child 
Welfare, that there is no reason 
why a “good baby,’ should be the 
exception rather than thc rule, 

The naturally fed baby, who has 
plenty of open air and takes kick- 
ing exercises in clothes that do 
not restrict his movements, will be 
happy and contented and will sleep 
like a dormouse all night, 

Whether a baby shall be a pest 
or a pet lies pre-eminently in the 
hands of his mother. 

On her health and her judgment 
depends his health, and from her 
blood his cells are elaborated, ali 
those cells which build up the vital 
organs, the brain and the teeth. 
She must therefore pay great at- 
tention to her general health and 
diet, to daily exercise in the open 
air, irrespective of weather, to rest 
and to sleep. 

People know plenty about mi- 
crobes and the dangers of infec- 
tion. They are not, however, suf- 
ficiently impressed, on the one 
hand, by the fact that the natu- 
rally fed and hygienically reared 
child will generate a high resist- 
ance to disease, or, on the other 
hand, that the body may become 
a vast poison factory if its waste 
products are not eliminated quick- 
ly and regularly. 

Constipation is far too common 
among children, and a child whose 
blood is full of waste materia! 
thus absorbed from the intestines 
cannot be sweet tempered and 
alert. 

We must explain to the child 
that, just aS we remove the ashes 
before lighting the fire, he must 
get rid of his waste material early 
each morning before going to 
schoo]. 

Many people mistakenly wait 
until a baby is a month or six 
weeks old before they begin to 
train it or its physical. functions. 
It is easy to begin its training 
aS soon .as it is born. No one 
would tolerate an untrained kitten 
or puppy for six weeks, and s0 
why a child, however young, with 
its higher mental capacities? 

Some children are not good, are 
cross, only because they are fed 
either too heavily or too often. 
This makes. them cry, and the ig- 
norant mother thinks they are 
hungry and gives them more food, 
setting up a vicious circle A 
normal child, weighing six and a 
half pounds or more at Dirth, 
should only be fed five times a 
day, i. e., four hours between each 
feed during the day and nothing 
at night.

The child should be dressed 
by the daily temperature and not 
by the calendar. | 

In the spring and autumn, gar- 
ments necessary at nine ih the 
morning should be removed at 
noon On a sunny day and replaced 
before sunset. 

Gaiters are not 
mild days. 

A little “runabout” will not need 
a fur coat like his slower-moving 
mother, because he generates his 
own heat. A fur coat will prevent 
fresh air and sunshine from reach- 
ing him and his own perspiration 
from evaporating.

The way itn which the small card 
gives this information is really very 
simple and when players once be- 
come accustomed to draw inference 
from it they do so without effort. 
The initial lead of a small card 
against a no trump contract is al- 
ways the fourth best, showing that 
the leader holds three cards higher 
than the card led; furthermore, the 
lead is always from the ledWer’s 
longest suit, amd before the lead 
the chances are about two to one 
that a suit longer than four cards 
will be opened and consequently 
that the leader will have one or 
more cards which are lower than 
the card led. 

The lead of a deuce at once 
shows that it is from a four-card 
suit, as there is no smaller card 
than the deuce. The same infer- 
ence can be drawn when a card 
higher than the deuce is led and 
all the lower cards are in sight; 
for exainple, a five led, four-three 
in the dummy, and deuce in the 
hand of the player drawing the in- 
ference. When there is one miss- 
ing card lower than the card led, it 
probably is in the hand of the 
leader, and in that case the leader 
probably has opened a five-card 
suit; although, of course, if that 
card spbsequently be played from 
the unseen hand, then the leader 
has opened a four-card suit. When 
there are two missing cards, it is 
almost certain that the leader has 
opened a five-card suit and it is 
quite possible that he has opened 
a six-card suit. Drawing these in- 
ferences and using them in the 
play is apt to prove of the greatest 
value, and all players who have not 
been accustomed to utilizing in full 
the information given by the lcad 
of a small card are urged to do so 
in the future.

confiscation, the ultimate decision 
here, also, rests with the Federal 
courts. 

While private ownership con- 


tinues the public interest centers 
in service and rates, both of 
which lie beyond the power of the 
city to control by franchise pro- 


visions. In short, in the present 
state of the law the city’s effec. 
tive interest in public utilities un- 
der private operation is practical- 
ly limited to three things: 

1.. Shall the utilities be al- 
lowed to operate at all? Im- 
perative public need answers 
this question. 

2. What share of the reve- 
nues or profits derived from 
the exploitation of the business 
shall thé city as a municipal 
corporation exact as the price 
“of a.franchise? In some cases 
this question is answered by 
state laws which fix the utility’s 
taxes; and in any event, the 
city knows that by laying bur- 
dens upon the utility such as 
paving and sprinkling obliga- 
tions, gross earnings tax, street 
widenings, bridge contributions, 
etc., it is not taking anything 
from the utility, .but merely 
adding to the cost of service 
which, under state regulations, 
will be reflected in the _ rates 
charged to consumers. The part 
left for the city to play in this 
field is the selfish one of the 
burden-layer or tax-gatherer, 
not that of the protector or 
guarantor of the rights of its 
citizens. In other words, it can 
share in exploitation, but can 
do nothing affirmative or con- 
structive to insure to its people 
the amount and quality of serv- 
ice required. 

3. Upon what terms may the 
privately-owned utility be oust- 
ed by municipal ownership? 
The general laws of the state 
permitting, the city can put 
into a franchise provisions 
which, if accepted, will bind the 
company to sell its property, 
upon specified terms. But if 
the city should attempt to 
adopt the policy of requiring 
the utility to pay for itself out 
of earnings, the state commis- 
sion or the courts might step » 
in, upon complaint, and nullify 
the scheme on the theory that 
paying for the prdéperty except 
as it is consumed in service is 
no part of the cost to be cov. 
ered by the rates. 


Two Important Points 
In the Theory of the Law. 

Two points are of primary im- 
portance in the theory of the 
law.

Lapse of Franchise Doesn’t 
Endanger Rights of Utility. 


The utilities are already in the 


streets. The United States Su- 
preme Court held in the last Den- 
ver Union Water case that as 
long as a company is permitted 
or required to continue to render 
public service, it cannot be de- 
prived of the right to charge re- 
munerative rates for its service, 
regardless of the expiration of its 
franchise. For rate purposes its 
property cannot be valued as junk 
just because the city has the legal 
right, at pleasure, to order the 
utility out of the streets. On the 
other hand, the rate of return to 
the company cannot be increased 
because the city is in a position to 
destroy the value of the property 
by stopping its operation at will. 

There is a lot of moonshine 
about the city’s theoretical legal 
rights. A man with ae sharp 
knife can cut off his nose, if he 
wants to, but the risk that he will 
do so is not great. In Massa- 
chusetts franchises are terminable 
permits, without even the condi- 
tion that the grantees will be re- 
imbursed for their investment in 
physical property in case of term- 
ination. The public service cor- 
porations there have been getting 
along under these conditions for 
many years without going into 


the Federal courts for protection. | 


‘Once Given It Canot 
Be Revoked and Binds 
City But: Not Company 


Since State Commissioners Were Established, 
Municipalities Have Lost Control of Public 


In Wisconsin and Indiana, term 
franchises have been transformed 
into indetermirate permits, sub- 
ject to the condition that if the 
city wants to terminate a permit, 
it will have to buy the property 
or the utility. at a price to be 
fixed by the State Commission. 


And under such circumstances, of 


course, the city has no legal pro- 
tection against the enormities of 
reproduction, 


How Detroit Was Able to 


Start Its Municipal System. 


In Detroit, after the principal 
street railway franchises expired, 
the city permitted the Detroit 
United Railway to build exten- 
sions under ‘“‘day-to-day” agree- 
r.ents, by which the city was au- 
thorized to take over these exten- 
sions at any time at their actual 
cost less depreciation. In that 
way Mayor Couzens was. enabled 
to start his municipal system 
without the duplication of facili- 
ties, and when to this was added 
the fact that for many years the 
company had been’ operating a 
number of its principal lines on 
sufferance, Couzens was able 
finally to reach a settlement with 
the Detroit United Railways, 
which the people of Detroit could 
approve. 

Nowadays, when franchises ex- 
pire nothing much happens. The 
service doesn’t stop. The continu- 
ing needs of the public guarantee 
that. Revenues do not diminish. 
The public continues to pay for 
the service it gets. If the bonds 
outstanding are excessive, it may 


be necessary to reorganize when 


they fall due. But a conserva- 
tively capitalized company is not 
subjected to serious danger by the 
expiration of a franchise. Of 
course, an elaborate new fran- 
chise for a period of 25 or 30 
years, giving the company irrevo- 
cable rights, and substantially 
guaranteeing, so far as the city 
has power to do so, the capitali- 
zation and earning power of the 
company, will greatly aid promo- 
ter; in effecting a reorganization 
of a bankrupt property at large 
profit to themselves. But from 
the public point of view, when the 
utility is functioning satisfactorily 
there is no particular reason for 
fixing up its franchises for the 
purpose of enabling someone to 
make a big haul out of the re- 
organization of its financial 
structure. 

While the law of valuation con- 
tinues in its present confused and 
unsatisfactory state, the city can- 
not afford to divest itself of its 
power to bargain with the utility 
on the matter of purchase price. 
This is well illustrated by the 
Denver Tramway case. There

Of course, a city ought not to 
drive “hard bargains” with publie 
utilities where necessary publie 
service is involved, The laborer is 
worthy of his hire. But that is 
no reason for playing the game of 
the utility organizers and utility 


terested in the actual rendering of 
adequate public service, but only 
in exploiting the public, milking 
the utilities, and carrying off mil- 
lions for use in other speculations, 
In its franchise policy, regardless 
of the chaotic rulings of the courts

With new utilities, it is 
sometimes just to pay a bonus for 
the property, if it is taken over 
before it has been able to recoup 
itself for the operating losses 
normally incurred at the outset, 
but this does not apply to well-es- 
tablished utilities that have al- 
ready run through one or more 
franchise cycles.

WITHIN 3 YEARS FORECAST

OQ. Manufacturer Doubts Success of 
Edison’s Research — Says Cost of Pro- 
duction Would Be Prohibitive.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Consump- 


tion of raw rubber is increasing s0 
much more rapidly than production 


that the world will face a shortage 
of crude rubber in three years, in 
the opinion of William O'Neil, 
president of the General Tire & 
Rubber Co., of Akron, O., who 
sailed early today on the Aquitania 
to study the rubber situation in 
‘England. 

Because of the natural increase 
in the demand, manufacturers are 
agreed o. this point, differing only 
as to when a shortage will be felt, 
he said. This year has witnessed 
a gain in the industry of approxi- 
mately 15 per cent over 1926, he 
said, pointing out that the trade 
as a whole is using more crude 
‘\rubber. 

Measures taken to increase the 
yield, including new planting and 
discovery of the bud-grafting sys- 
tem, will have no effect on the sit- 
vation for eight years, Mr. O'Neil 

said. 

Cheap Rubber ts Held Far Off. 

“Frank R. Henderson, president 
of the Rubber Exchange, was mis- 
understood when he recently re- 
ferred to the bud-grafting system, 
through which it is entirely likely 
that production can be doubled, or 
even more than doubled,” he said. 
“Some took his remarks to mean 


that cheaper rubber could be ex- 
pected within a very short time, 


but they failed to take into con- 


i 


sideration the fact that it requires 
eight years for rubber plants to 
reach the productive stage.” 


From 1920 to 1924 there was : ot 


enough new planting done to take 
care of the increased demand h¢ 
asserted and while British restric- 
tion of rubber exportation has re- 
sulted in more planting, this has 
been done so recently that it can 
have no bearing on the situation 
for about eight years. 

Discusses Edison's Experiment. 

O’Neil said rubber manufacturer® 
do not expect Thomas A. Edison’s 


experiments to have an appreci-. 


able effect on the situation. 


“I don't say that he can’t get 
a plant that will produce rubber.” 
he explained, “but when Edison 
attacks a farm product where la- 
bor is paid only 20 cents a day, 
he isn’t following the lines laid 
down by most manufacturers. The, 
go after the high cost lines.”

WHITE RUSSIANS ORDERED 
TO LEAVE CONSTANTINOPLE 


Expulsion of 2200, Remnant of Gen. 
Wrangel’s Army, Becomes Ef- 
fective Today.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 1.— 
The 2200 White Russians who have 
made their homes here for the last 
eight years have been served with 
an ultimatum to be out of Turkey 
by today. The order, said to have 
been issued by the Governor of 
Constantinople in accordance with 
a law enacted by the Turkish Gov- 
ernment last fall, was issued Sat- 
urday, giving the Russians only 
two days in which to decide where 
to go. 

It had béen understood that 
negotiations carried on through the 
League of Nations with Angora 
recently would: permit the Russians 
to remain another year. The Gov- 
ernor of Constantinople declared’ 
that Angora did not inform him of 
the extension agreement and con- 
sequently the Russians must leave. 


The White Russians mentioned 
were followers of Gen. Wrangel, 
the remnants of whose defeat 
army swept down into the Balkans 
after their defeat in 1920. Recent 
dispatches from Balkan countries 
indicated that Gen. Wrangell was 
showing some activity among his 
former followers, but that his plans 
for the immediate future were he- 
ing kept secret atid were known 
only to his closest advisers.

AGAIN AND LAVA 
THREATENS TOWN 


Molten Stream Wells Up 
From ‘Valley of. Hell,” 
Bursts Restraining Wall 
and Menaces Terzigno.

NAPLES, Italy, Aug. 1A 
4 stream of molten lava menaced the 
town of Terzigno this morning as 
the blazing fluid, following a new 
explosive outbreak within Mount 
Vesuvius, overflowed from the 
“Valley of Hell” into the ravines 
leading toward the bay of Napies 

Resumption of the volcano’s 
disquieting activity, fulfilling the 
worst fears of the members of the 
observatory staff, came after @ jul) 
ef more than 24 hours. Beginning 
yesterday morning, the eruption 
progressed unceasingly until the 
early hours this morning when the 
thva, having filled the “Valley of 
Hell,” rose above the dikes erected 
to check its flow into the valley, 
and then began to run down the 
paths toward Terzigno. 

Despite the fact that the move- 
ment of the lava stream was com- 
paratively slow, a large part of the 
population of Terzigno and the 
neighboring region began to flee 
toward Naples at dawn. 

Statement From Obscrvatory. 

Prof. Malladra, director of the 


observatory. last r‘ ht said: “Dur- 


ing the last 12 hours the activity 
greatly increased, notably in effu- 
sive ph:nomena. The hole which 
broke open July 29 at the base of 
the eruptive cone, and which on 
Saturday see-ned to have fallen into 
inactivity, permitting the membe-s 
of my etaff to approach close 
enough to photograph it, at noon 
today (Sunday) suddenly gan 
spout flowing lava with great vigor, 
creating again the broad, quick 
stream of the first day of the pres- 
ent reawakening of the volcano. 

“The flaming torrent, after writh- 
ing in the western part of the cra- 
ter, moved, partly through subter- 
ranean channels, for a dis’ nce ofa 
kilometer, joining many outlets of 
lava invading the north ist part of 
the crater, and causing the surface 
to rise rapidly. At 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon it. reached the level of 
the crater. ard at 4 began to flow 
into the ‘Valley «° Hell’ along the 
same ravine through which the 
lava flowed last November. 

“The explosive activity was aiso 
extremely violent, with the frequent 
hurling into the air of large quan- 
s* ef fragments. The external 
sides of the Ix.ge Vesuvian cone 
were covered abuncantly wit: hot 
ashes and flaming fragments, ~ *st 
of which were half an inch broad. 
Many fragments also have fallen as 
far away aS the o-servatory and 
Funicular fevel, halfway down the 
side of the mountain.”
